It is quite possible that the matter 
is deferred till the 1931 census. Af¬ 
ter that, definite figures can be com¬ 
piled respecting all classes of indus¬ 
try and employees. Some check-up 
even on transient labor may be gath¬ 
ered, all of which would provide a 
starting point for some businesslike 
dealing with the unemployment ques¬ 
tion. 

Greater unemployment than usual 
exists in the West, due largely no 
doubt, to increased use of power ma¬ 
chinery, to an effort toward economy 
on the part of the farmers and to 
general slackness of industry. 

There are evidences of too many 
unemployed even in our town town. 
Many a housewife in High River has 
slipped many a hand-otit to men in 
obvjous need of a meal. These men 
are far from being “down and out¬ 
ers.” They are of good physique and 
decent appearance. In an ordinary 
year, they would probably be in 
steady demand as capable laborers. 
TRfe ones of them coming under per¬ 
sonal notice have been Eastern Cana¬ 
dians, not “foreigners.’’ 

It is evident that agriculture hence 
forth will offer little solution of the 
unemployment problem. It will ab¬ 
sorb fewer of the unskilled working 
class as years go on. 

It wodld then appear that in the 
interests of society, the governments, 
federal and provincial, should stimu¬ 
late in every possible way mining, 
lumbering, factory construction work 
Less attention to agriculture, arid 
more to other industries which will 
absorb a great proportion of the sur¬ 
plus population is an immediate need. 
We need a population. Let us then 
see that there is honest work for 
them. 

The very fact that there is so little 
of lawlessness, so little thieving even 
under strong provocation, is an evi¬ 
dence that most of the unemploy¬ 
ed are essentially decent and worth¬ 
while as citizens. 

But it is against human nature to 
suppose that they can continue so in¬ 
definitely, if all that life can promise 
them is poverty and rebuff. 

The provinces should turn their at¬ 
tention to promoting other industries 
than agriculture, if only in self de¬

JULY FED ELECTION 


Earliest Possible Moment is the 
Statement of Premier 

Although the actual day of federal 
elections has not been set, yet Prem¬ 
ier King’s declaration that the gov¬ 
ernment will go to the country at the 
earliest possible date, places the time 
fairly accurately toward the end of 
July. 

Under the revised Elections ,Act 
the time necessary between dissolu¬ 
tion and election is sixty days. 

Outside of budget discussion, only 
minor matters require attention be¬ 
fore the session is over, and in two 
weeks, Federal members expect to be 
released formally, for the big business 
of seeking re-election. This places 
the probable date of election between 
July 21 and July 28. 

Hon. Charles Dunning’s budget 
will be undoubtedly the maimtalking 
point in many quarters. it con¬ 
sidered by Liberals as a mastterly 
piece of work, meeting the demand 
for a strong Empire Trade policy, 
for self-protective measures and 
against United States and for many 
minor' concessions to various Cana¬ 
dian industries.'-' 

Hon. R. B. Bennett and his follow¬ 
ers, on the other hand, are finding 
many weaknesses. Mr. Bennett ob¬ 
jects to what he calls the “made In 
Washington” countervailing tariffs. 
On many other points he accuses the 
Minister of Finance of rising too long 
maintained Conservative tariff be¬ 
liefs, only on the eve of election. 

However, for the first time in his¬ 
tory, it is said, a conference has been 
held between the leader of the gov¬ 
ernment and opposition leaders, in 
order to clear the way for a general 
election. 


NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Speaking of pending elections, the 
children a generation or so ago, 
would at this time in proceedings, 
have been lined up on opposite sides 
of the school yards hissing vitriolic 
slogans at each other. Nowadays, it 
is a question whether or not they 
jknow that on June 19 something 
special will happen. 

Bill Fowler has walked hand in 
hand with hard times these many 
years, but far from embittering him, 
it has roused in him a vast compas¬ 
sion for the prosperous who hit a 
bad stretch. He says: “These hard 
times are going to be dam hard on 
the fellows that ain’t used to them.’’ 

With all these elections crowding 
us, we are reminded of the old fellow 
out east who still thinks Dr. Stanley 
is in the political field. For the last 
fifteen years whenever some one has 
canvassed for his vote and influence, 
he always thinks deeply and says: 
“Well, who’s Doc. Stanley running 
against this time.” 

The weather for the past week has 
been quite favorable for work on the 
land with the result that about nine- 
; ty per cent, of the wheat is in and 
the seeding of oats is well under way 
1 Both of these grains will be complet- 
| ed by the end of this week, and the 
work has been accomplished under 
very favorable conditions. Showers 
! and sunshine have prevailed but with 
\ cool nigtits and occasional light 
frosts insufficient to do any damage. 
Fast germination is generally report 
ed and wheat is well up in all direc¬ 
tions. It is estimated that about the 
same acreage of wheat has been 
seeded as last year, while oats will 
! be somewhat shorter and barley 
seeding will be considerably larger. I 
Prices are holding about the same as I 
last week with little activity and are J 
comparatively low. 
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With a prepared acreage greater 
by 31 per cent, than that of 1929. 
a better moisture situation and 
other indications presaging general 
good conditions for the year, the 
Canadian West is now busy seed¬ 
ing, according to the latest report 
of the agricultural department of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway.

The (rans-Aflnntic speed record 
between the ports of Liverpool and 
Saint John, was broken recently 
by the arrival at the latter port of 
the Canadian Pacific liner Duchess 
of York, after a crossing from 
Liverpool which took six days, 22 
hours and 14 minutes. According 
to local "shipping men this is the 
first time in the history of the port 
that a crossing has been made in 
under seven days. 


Twelve thousand pounds of Que¬ 
bec maple sugar and syrup were 
handled daily during the latter 
part of April by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Express Company to points 
overseas, the Prairie Provinces and 
Ottawa, constituting what is claim¬ 
ed to be a record movement of this 
dainty. Outside commercial uses, 
demand for this product arises on 
the part of Individuals who make 
a practice of shipping it to rela¬ 
tives and friends in the Old Country 
and the west of Canada. 


Close on six million dollars were 
spent on New Brunswick roads 
during 1929. being reconstruction 
of 221 miles of main trunk high¬ 
ways and 1138 miles of secondary 
roads. This is regarded as the 
most extensive programme of high¬ 
way construction, improvement 
and maintenance ever undertaken 
in the Province. 


Snapped in Hyde Park, London, 
England, recently, Hon. Barnaby 
Howard, little son of Lord Strath- 
cona and descendant of the great 
Canadian who was one of the 
founders of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, was photographed kiss¬ 
ing his cousin, the small daughter 
of the Hon. Mrs. Arthur Howard. 
Both children are living links with 
the great past when one of the 
major events In the history of Can¬ 
ada was in the making. 


Organized a few years ago by a 
group of farmers’ wives with Mrs 
Bertha Holmes, of Asquith, Sask., 
as president, the Saskatchewan 
Poultry Pool bandies about 75 per i 
cent, of the entire egg production 
of the province. Last year the 
Pool turned over 26.840.184 eggs, 
valued at $540,000; 823,743 pounds 
of dressed poultry valued at $184,- 
000. and 39,561 pounds of live poul¬ 
try at $6,000, or a total turnover 
of $730,000 for the year. 


After 15 years of seed planting, 
the experimental work of the Can¬ 
adian Government Department of 
Agriculture has developed sixteen 
varieties of apple trees suited to 
the climatic conditions of the 
prairie provinces. Of these varie¬ 
ties two have been graded "very 
good,” and four “good." 


The first "Improved Sire Area” 
In Manitoba has heen established 
in the municipality of Roland, ac¬ 
cording to announcement made by 
Albert Prefontaine, Minister of 
Agriculture of the province. Un¬ 
der this scheme all bulls, boars 
and rams must be inspected and 
approved before owners are per-- 
mltted to retain thorn for service 
in the Area. 


Over $82,000,000 have been in¬ 
vested in manufacturing enter¬ 
prises in the province of Alberta 
and they are paying about $14,000,- 
000 yearly In salaries and wages 
to over 11,000 employees. A sim¬ 
ilar rapid development in indus¬ 
trialism in the sister provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is to 
be noted. Combined, the three pro¬ 
vinces have now a yearly output of 
manufactured goods In the neigh¬ 
borhood of $ 326 , 000 , 000 .

We are pleased to record that the 
Rerrywater beef ring is again in op¬ 
eration. 

Master Archie Oldfield was a re¬ 
cent visitor to relatives in Calgary. 


The Highwood field, development 
of which has suffered a long delay, 
due to the outbreak of war, is reach¬ 
ing the first interesting stage. 

A second and third well encoun¬ 
tered lime within the last ten days. 
N.W. C & E. and Hudson’s Bay, 
both similarly situated near the east- 
tern flank of the structure, have 
proved to be almost equally shallow. 

The first well since the abandon¬ 
ment of Highwood No. 1 to enter the 
lime was Western Alberta, which 
last February touched limestone at a 
depth of 3,132 feet. 

The most northerly well drilling in 
the field is N.W. C. & E., which has 
struck lime at 2,48.3 feet. Almost 
directly north on structure to the 
Hudson’s Bay Highwood, it struck 
that formation at 2,200 feet. Imper¬ 
ial Oil Ltd. is drifting the well on 
leases of the Calgary & Edmonton 
Corporation, hence the name. This 
is the Imperial’s' second test in this 
immediate vicinity. 

Imperal Highwood No. 1, the clos¬ 
est test to the east flank of the 
structure, and just east of N.W. C. & 
E. was abandoned at 4,525 feet, after 
striking a fault in the lime. 

Warner No. 3, the next test drill¬ 
ing to the south, and farthest west 
on Highwood field, was battling cav¬ 
ings in the Fernies early this week, 
and should reach' the lime very 
shortly. 

Warner No. 2, which was aban¬ 
doned owing to casing difficulties, 
encountered showings of oil and gas 
in the Dakotas at a very shallow 
depth, in even greater quantities 
than are usually found in Turner 
Valley. At 950 feet it had a show¬ 
ing of oil of 48 degrees gravity. At 
1125 feet a gas flow was struck, es-. 
timated to amount to 110,000 cubic 
feet per day, containing a very high 
odor of gasoline, and under a good 
pressure. Warner No. 1 is shut down 
at 110 feet, pending the completion 
of No. 3. 

Hudson's Bay, southeast of War¬ 
ner No. 3 which resumed drilling in 
February with new tools, has beeri 
producing sufficient gas to operate 
its boilers. The surplus is burned in 
a flare. Its operations in the lime 
will be watched with much interest. 

Banner, located west and slightly 
south of Hudson’s Bay, is about half
